SKETCH OF THE NEW PRESIDENT. 
Felix Faure first became known in 
: as an active shipping merchant. 
At an early age he went into business for 
himself, and in a few years built up quite 
a commercial reputation. He was born in 
Paris on the 30th of January, 1841. 

At one time Faure was president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Havre. During 
the war of 1870-71 he was a chief of bat- 
talion. After the war he was elected a 
chevalier of the Legion of Honor, and 
— much merited distinction in that 
office. 

During the 80˙ Faure became active 
in politics. He was elected a French dep- 
uty in 1881 as a Republican candidate, 
beating ggg sora He then took rank 
among minor Republicans. During 
this same year, when Gambetta became 
minister, he served as Secretary of State 
in the Department of Concessions and 
Colonies, and kept his post until the fall 
of the Gambetta Cabinet, which was on 
January 2, 1882. In 1883, when Jules Ferry 
became minister, he was again appointed 
to the secretaryship mentioned. 

During 1885 Faure took a very active 
part in politics in the French Assembly. 
He was in favor of returning to protection- 
ist measures, and was opposed to the sup- 
pression of the French embassy to the Va- 
tican. In 1886 he voted against-the expul- 
sion of the princes and against the revis- 
ion of the constitution. 

In the present ministry he filled the po- 
sition of Minister of Marine.

It dwells upon the dan- 
gers of the present crisis, claiming that 
the President's letter of resignation is an 
indictment of the present constitution. 
The republic of France, the Duke claims, 
can never be other than a provisional 
regime. He adds: The hour is near at

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. Another in- 
teresting chapter of the financial question 
was given to the Senate today, when Mr. 
Sherman presented an emergency cur- 
rency bill to meet the treasury deficien- 
cies, and Mr. Pugh offered a measure in 
the same line, supplemepting it with a 
vigorous speech on the impotency and, in- 
action of the Senate in the face of a grave 
emergency. 

This was but the prelude to a day spent 
with appropriation bills. The Pension 
Bill, apropriating $141,000,000, was passed 
with two important amendments, one 
making $6 the lowest rate for pension dis- 
ability, and another repealing the present 
law cutting off the pensions of non-resi- 
dents. It was stated during the debate 
that the $6 amendment would increase 
pension expenditures not exceeding $1,000,- 
000. The bill served as a text for se- 
vere criticism against the administration 
of the Pension Office. The Army Appro- 
priation Bill was considered, but not com- 
pleted, owing to the spirited opposition 
to the abandonment of army posts in the 
far Northwest. 

The day in the House was again de- 
voted to the Indian Apropriation Bill, 
and fair progress was made. A number of 
amendments were adopted, the most im- 
portant being to pay to the Cherokee Na- 
tion $1,660,000. An amendment by Mr. 
Pickler to discontinue the services of 
army officers as Indian agents was ruled 
out of order.

A LABOR-ARBITRATION PLAN. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—A_ labor-arbi- 
tration plan has been devised by Atty.- 
Gen. Olney, and was introduced today by 


on Labor. It is intended as a substitute 
tor the one framed by Labor Commissioner 
Wright, as a result of the labors of the 
Chicago Strike Commission. In several 
points the bill is more far-reaching ‘in its 
proportion than any that has yet been 
brought forward. . 

The wages paid to employees, it is stipu- 
lated, shall be reasonable and just. In 
case of wage es, the chairman 
of the Interstate mmerce Commission 
and the Commissioner of Labor are to 
communicate with the parties endeavoring 
to effect an amicable settlement, and if 
this mediation fails, the controversy may 
be submitted to a board of arbitration, of 
Which the chairman of fhe Thterstate Com- 
merce Commission shal be chairman, and 
which shall consist ade ot one commis- 
sioner chosen by thé employer and one by 
the labor otganisation’ to which the em- 
ployees directly interesied.-belong, or if 
they belong to more than one, by that ons 
which specially represents employees of the 
same grade and class and engaged in serv- 
ices of the same nature as the employees 
in the’ controversy. Where two or more 
classes of employees are interested, their 
organizations shall agree on the represen- 
tatives. 

Other features are that the award shall 
be final, unless set aside for error of law 
apparent on the record. Employees dis- 
satisfied with the award shal] not quit 
work without three months’ notice in writ- 
ing. The award shall be continued tn force 
for two years, and during chat period no 
new arbitration between the same parties 
on the same subject shall be had. 

Membership in incorporated labor organ- 
izations, it is provided, shall be termin- 
ated by indulgence in lawlessness, violence, 
destruction of property, intimidation or 
threats by members during strikes, but 
they are not to be held individually liable 
for debts of the organizations. 

Employers who make it a condition of 
employment that men shall‘ not be mem- 
bers of any labor organization or diséliare 
or threaten to discharge men for such 
membership, or discriminate against them 
because of it, or enter into contracts com- 
pelling the men to contribute to any fund 
for charitable, social or beneficial objects, 
or after discharging men, conspiring to 
prevent them from obtaining employment, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a fine of from $100 to $1000. 

Mr. Olney accompanied the bill sent to 
Mr. McGann, at the latter’s request, with 
a statement of his views on the several 
provisions of the oniginal bill and his 
reasons for such new matter as had deen 
incorporated into it. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s statement starts out by disclaim- 
ing for everyone save himself any re- 
sponsibility for the views contained in 
dis letter. 

Assuming arbitration to be both desira- 
ble and needful, Mr. Olney contends that 
its tribunal should be a special body or- 
ganized on fixed principles with reference 
to each particular case as it arises rather 
than a permanent body with general juris- 
diction over all cases. The machinery of 
arbitration, he thinks, should not be put 
in motion at the instance of one or more 
isolated individuals but only at the in- 
stance of a olass, that is, of a whole body 
of employees performing the same busi- 
ness and of the same grade, in order that 
all may be represented in the proceedings 
and all be bound by their results. The 
effect to be given to the enforcement of it, 
Mr. Olney regards as a matter of great 
consequence. 

In the first place the arbitration tribu- 
nal is not judicial in character, but ad- 
“ministrative; it does not pass on rights, 
but rules of business expedients espect- 
ally. The courts are not adapted to de- 
cide questions of rates of wages, of hours 
of employment and other like matters. To 
impose such duties on them is to load 
them with functions for which they are 
not fitted at the cost of the due charge 
of functions -for which they are fitted. 
The award, therefore, should be im- 
peachable in the Circuit Court only for 
errors of law apparent on the record and 
should be filed in court only for that pur-

involved. One is a definite time during 
which an award shall be in force and not | 
revisable by another award. Such a time 
is essential because no business can be 
satisfactorily conducted unless the con- 
ditions are reasonably stable and certain.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17:—SENATE.— 
Senator Pugh of Alabama secured recogni- 
tion soon after the Senate met today to 
present what he regarded as the solution 
ot the present lack of government reve- 
nue. The Senator varied the usual cus- 
tom of introducing a bill by reading the 
full text of his measure with great de- 
‘liberation, and then commenting on it. 
The bill provides for the immediate issue 
of $100,000,000 of treasury notes to meet 
the deficienciés; these notes to be redeem- 
able in coin and to be constantly reissuec. 
It further directed the coinage of tie 
seigniorage and the deposit of silver bul- 
lion from American mints. 2 
Senator Hill of New York asked if the 
Senator wished the immediate passage of 
this bill.

Secretary of the Treasury have offered 
a scheme of currency revision designed to 
meet the present evils, As this was not 
accepted, let both houses propose some- 
thing else.

Senator Sherman submitted another im- 
portant financial measure. It provided for 
the issue and sale of bonds under the pro- 
visions of the resumption act from time 
to time, as the deficiencies in the treas- 
ury require, the proceeds to, be used 
wholly for deficiencies, and the bonds to 
run for five years at not to,exceed 3 per 
cent. interest. The second section pro- 
vides that, in lieu of the foregoing, the 
Secretary of the Treasury may issue coin 
certificates, in denominations of $25, $50 
and $100, bearing 3 per cent., and put cer- 
tificates in circulation through the treas- 
uries and postofiices. The third section 
deals with the deposit of bonds in na- 
tional banks. Senator Sherman’s bill was 
referred without comment to the Finance 
Committee.

Mr. Gallinger took occasion to criticise 
severely the past utterances of Mr. Cleve- 
land as to the frauds existing in the pen- 
sion system. The Senator said the pen- 
sion examiners were roaming around the 
country, seeking frauds which did not ex- 
ist. This plan of prying and detective 
work should be stopped at once. 

The Pension Appropriation Bill was 
taken up, and Mr. Palmer of Illinois an- 
swered the criticisms made by Mr. Gal- 
linger against the Pension Office. Mr.

The cases will now probably go direct 
to the United States Supreme Court on 
writ of habeas corpus, following a plea of 
not guilty by the defendants, In the two 
cases against Edwards and Schriever, the 
newspaper correspondents, the court said 
that the only additional features to the 
stockholders’ cases were whether they 
should be excused from answering on the 
ground of the privileged communications. 

“It has never been contended before in a 
court of justiee,“ said the court, that a 
newspaper editor, reporter or correspond- 
ent, or anyone engaged in the newspaper . 
business is to be considered a person with 
whom a confidential communication may 


ney and client or priest and confessor. 
There could be no more dangerous doc- 
trine than that a newspaper might obtaln- 
information whose effect might work great 
injury and detract from the reputation or 
character of a party or body, and that the 
claim of privileged communication might 
then be made. That rule would be very 
demoralizing. There being no law to that 
effect which the court could follow, the 
demurrer in both cases must therefore be 
overruled and the defendants must answer 
by pleading to the indictment.”’ 

The court then took up the cases of the 
Sugar Trust officials, Messrs. Havemeyer 
and Searles, and it held that the questions 
as to the amount contributed by the cor- 
poration to campaign funds were pertinent 
and proper. The question was, said the 
court, whether pending legislation had 
been effected by the fact that the Sugar 
Trust, so called, had made a large con- 
tribution to the campaign. As a general 
proposition, it_is undoubtedly true that

SAN MIGUEL, Cal.,. Jan. 17.—Further 
particulars of yesterday's storm show that 
it was a genuine cyclone.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 
Cassava Poison. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 16.—(To the Editor 
of The Times:) In your interesting ar- 
ticles on cassava you do not dwell on the 
poisonous juices of the root, which must 
‘be eliminated by pressure, heat and water. 

The charming child’s book, Swiss Fam- 
ily Robinson,” gives a few directions how 
to prepare the manioc root from which 
flour is made, and when changed ‘into 
eakes by baking, is called cassava bread. 

In a more recent book, Stanley’s “‘Dark- 
est Africa, chapter XXI, Mr. Stanley re- 
lates that manioc tubers, the finest and 
best, and the leaves, bruised and used as 
greens, would kill not only a few hundreds, 
but a whole race, if of the bitter kind. 

Mr. Stanley tells the Zanzibaris“ that 
the men from Bolobo bought the manioc 
bread from the native women, who steeped 
the tubers in the river for five or six 
days until the poison had all been washed 
away; they then picked the fibers out, 
dried the mush, and when dry they made 
it into good bread. The men of Tambuya 
scraped their manioc, cut the roots for 
drying in the sun, and as they did so, 
they ate many a piece raw, and before 
the slices were dried they had eaten some, 
as hunger forced them, and they naturally 
sickened and died of the poison. 

The men of Bolobo, when they came up, 
did like the men of Yambuya, and, by-and- 
by, they fell ill and died also. Tapioca is

in “goed demand and in fair 
supply. It can be had on good inside real 
estate security at quite reasonable rates, 
thiat is to say, when a person knows how 
to negotiate a loan. There are some péc- 
ple possessing property who do not seem 
to have much business sense and pay rates 
far above the market quotations. Most of 
this difference goes. into the pockets of 
agents and curb-stone brokers. A few 
days ago one of the latter class, who carry 
their offices in their hats, brought a man 
into a real estate office and negotiated” for 
him a loan on which the borrower was to 
pay.a commission of 3 per cent. One per 
cent. of this went to the real estate agent 
and the other+2 per cent. to the outside 
broker, and as the loan was for $2500 the 
borrower y threw away $59.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
The remarks made a few days ago by 


The Times in reference to a suggestion 


made by a contemporary that the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company was backed by the 
coal men are fully confirmed by one of 
the officials of that company, who says 
there is absolutely no truth in the asser- 
tion that the company will fix the price of 
ofl at $1.75 per barrel. He says they have 
no intention of doing any such thing. They 
will, of course, be very much pleased to 
get $1.75 or even $2.75, if they can do so, 
but their object will be to stimulate the 
consumption of oil in Los Angeles, not to 
check it. so that they may be assured of 
a steady and constantly increasing market 
for their product. The price of oil will 
fluctuate from time to time, according to 
the demand, like the price of any other 
product.’ It is probable that at the start 
the price of oil will be put at about $1 per 
barrel, which is 2 very reasonable one. 
As this would be equal at the most to $3.50 
per ton for coal; as coal now costs the 
railroads at least $5 per ton in Los An- 
geles, and oil possesses several advantages 
over coal for use in locomotives, there is 
no doubt that the railroad companies will 
cemmence to use it just as soon as a 
sufficient steady supply can be guaranteed 

The Southern California Railway, 
which is now using oll with such success 
on one of its locomotives, can consume 
about 650 barrels a day. This company 
now gets all its coal from Australia, ex- 
cept in winter, when it comes from New 
Mexico. The New Mexican coal cannot be 
used in summer. because it makes so many 
sparks and causes conflagrations along the 
line ‘which cost the conmany a good deal 
of money during the year. This is an- 
other advantage of coal oil for use in loco- 
motives; it produces no sparks. As to the 
saving in expense, it is. stated that the 
saving of this one line of railway alone, 
the Southern California, would be not 
less than $1000 a day. When it is remem- 
bered that this large amount of money 
‘which now goes abroad would be kept 
here in Los Angeles some conception may

THE HOMESTEAD LAW. 

One of the most important measures to 
home builders which will be presented to 
the Legislature will de a bill now in 
course of preparation, the object of which, 
will be to submit to the people a consti- 
tutional amendment exempting from tax- 
ation to the amount of $2000 all home- 
steads in the State, Those who have the 


mitted to the vote of the people the 
amendment will be adopted. Such provis- 
ions have been made in other States to as- 
sist the e-earner procure a home. 
One of the main arguments In favor of the 
proposition is that the exemption of home- | 
steads from taxation to the amount stated 
will induce immigration to a most desirable 
extent. The details of the bill have not 
yet been planned, but the general idea is 
that stated. The valuation would, of 
course, be fixed by the assessment upon 
the land and improvements, and the pres- 
ent proposition ds to have this value of 
both quantities up to the amount of $2000 
exempt. Some who have. considered the 
scheme favor the exemption only of the 
improvements, the land to be taxed as at

The mercantile element of the towns 
situated in the San Joaquin Valley, who 
have been manifesting their discontent at 
the attitude taken by the Southern Pa- 
ciflo Company in various ways during the 
last twelve months, focused their increas- 
ing discontent at the lack of proper trans- 
portation facilities at a meeting held in 
the assembly hall of the Chamber of Com- 
mere yesterday afternoon. 

The convention—for such it really was— 
of representatives from the outside coun- 
ties attended, in answer to an invitation 
issued by the Chamber of Commerce, for 
the purpose of discussing the practicability 
of initiating a movement that may ulti- 
mate in a railroad being built that, while 
subserving the business ends atm] aims of 
Southern California, may also offer to 
Fresno and the territory adjacent, relicf 
from the exorbitant freight charges under 
which they have been suffering, and make 
that section of the State tributary to Los 
Francisco, as 
heretofore. 

THE ORGANIZATION. 

When the convention was called to or- 
der yesterday aftermoon at 2:15 o'clock, 
the Hall was filled with a representative

THE PLAN OUTLINED. 


.. ‘Holabird of Bakersfield was in- 
troduced to the convention as the first 
speaker, and he gave an exhaustive resume 
of the railroad situation. He is a civil 
‘engineer by profession, and several years 
ago made a survey through the San Joa- 
quin Valley for the Santa Fe, and on that 
account spoke with some authority re- 
garding the feasability of a road such as 
has been recently so much in evidence, 
on paper, and which is much desired 
by citizens throughout gle valley as well 
as in Los Angeles. H gan by drawing 
the attention of the convention to the ex- 
traordinary importance of such a gathering, 
and expressed the hope that Los Angeles 
would not present, six months hence, such 
un spectacle as San Francisco in the vain 
effort to raise $350,000. 

“The last quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury will be recorded in history,” said 
Mr. Holabird, “as having developed a 
dangerous foe to our common country— 
and that foe when called by his right 
name is Monopoly. In California the peo- 
ple have been making a weak and almost 
futile effort to win three battles against 
the giant: First, the construction of a 
competitive railroad through the interior 
of the State; second, to gain control of the 
water-front of her harbors; third, to per- 
suade Congress to create a deep-water har- 
bor at San Pedro, where all the people 

be benefited, rather than at Port 
Los Angeles where the Southern Pacific 
monopoly dominates. 

“No questions of greater importance 
have ever been presented to the people of 
California. Every effort to construct a 
competitive railroad through the great San 
Joaquin Valley has miserably failed, and 
each year has seen the web woven closer 
and closer. Until recently, hope has been 
centered upon the Traffic Association of 
San Francisco, but it is pitiful to relate 

that a city of 300,000 people, with $110,- 
000,000 in her savings banks, and with a 
score or more of multi-millionaires, has 
failed to respond to a call for a paltry 
sum of 8350, —the amount Mr. Leeds 
estimated as being sufficient to begin the 
construction of a railroad southward from 
Stockton. At last, the people from Fresno 
to Bakersfield (a land fabulously rich in all 
that makes plant life,) have turned their 
eyes towards the giant of the ‘Sunset 
Land,’ the beautiful and enterprising city 
of Los Angeles. They have said: “Help 
and we will help you.’ Promote and 
construct a railroad from Los Angeles 
to Fresno, and we will give you our bus:- 


ness. 
“A northern opinion of your section is

“I have before you, a rough map, show- 
ing the general outline of this section of 
the State, its railroads, mountains and 
towns. The dangerous place, from the 
point of view of’ Mr. Huntington, is the 
Simi country, not a bad place to get out 
of the San Fernando Valley to the north- 
ward, so he just built a little branch line 
to a stragetic point, ready to move 
quickly, should that dangerous enemy, 
‘Competition,’ show her head. The second 
is the San Fernando Pass, as eccupied by 
the Southern Pacific Company, which is 
deemed impractical. The third, the Cajon 
Pass, through which the Santa Fe line 
has been built. 

“To any one who ‘has studied this 
Sierra Madre system of mountains, my 
convictions will be confirmed that the 
above mentioned passes constitute the only 
outlet from Los Angeles northward. Then 
comes the elevated plateau, some 2500 
to 3000 feet above sea level—once called 
a ‘desert,’ but now recognized as one of 
the most promising areas of Los Angeles 
county—I refer to ‘Antelope Valley.’ You 
notice it is shaped ‘like an old-fashioned 
flat-iron. At the point, the San Fernando 
and Tehachepi mountains form a junc- 
tion with the Coast range, and in that ter- 
ritory—the corner of Kern, San Luis 


Obispo, Ventura and Los Angeles coun- 
ties—we find physical obstacles, that, in 
my judgment, forever prevent a railroad 
being built from the coast at Ventura. 

“Admitting that it is possible to con- 
struct a road from Los Angeles through 
the Simi range and get into the Santa 
Clara Valley of the south, then a serious 
problem presents itself. To reach Ante- 
lope Valley, or Fort Tejon Pass, three 


ways are open—piru Canyon, Castac Can- 


yon and Soledad—the last occupied by 
the Southern Pacific Company. After 


enormous loss in trying to maintain a line 
in the bottom of the valley, they have 


been forced«to take to the hills, not in 
the sense many of us would like to see 


them; but you all know the situation from 
personal observation. 
canyons do not offer an attractive route; 
| the fall is rapid, the canyons narrow, and 
the cost would be very heavy.

[| never be operated economically, as the 
best engineers agree that 2 per cent. is 
the maximum grade for profitable opera- 
tion.

“The Santa Fe Company, passing 
through Cajon Pass, affords, in my judg- 
ment, the only practital outlet. There can 
be no doubt but that a satisfactory traffic 
be made with that 
company, so that a line built from Hes- 
great Antelope 
alley, in almost an air line from Tejon 

would be cheaply constructed—say 


$10,000 per mile—until the mountains near 
La Liebre were reached, when the more 
dificult work would begin. 


“It would cost not less than $4,500,000 

build to Bakersfield (the distance 
would be about one hundred and sixty 
miles. from Hesperia;) the grade north- 


bound would not exceed forty-two feet, or 


8-10 per cent. per mile; while the east or 
south-bound grade from the plains of Ba- 
kersfield, would be 2 per cent., or 105% 
feet to the mile. The work is unavoidably 
expensive, and, at the same time, less 
than that of the Southern Pacific in cost 
of construction and in cost of operation 
via Tehachepi. The curves would all be 
compensated, and, despite the extra dis- 
tance, we would be able to haul 100 car- 
loads of freight both ways, with a saving 
of $2.50 per car in expense, which would 
amount in a year to nearly $100,000, or 5 
per cent. per annum on nearly $2,000,000.

When 
the Atchison system penetrated Southern 
California, a complete transformation fol- 
lowed; and in the north, the Northern Pa- 
cific and Canadian companies, with the 
Union Pacific and Great Northern systems 
in hot pursuit, have aceomplished a won-.

Trans- 
continental traffic to San Francisco and 
other ‘harbors of the Coast, will be com- 
peted for, as now, by — vessels, either 
crossing the ocean, or coasting from the. 
terminal points of railway systems, reach- 
ing the Pacific Coast elsewhere. But all- 
rail traffic gains, both im bulk and in 
proportion, because it commands greater 
certainty of movement and dispatch, and 
less risk of loss or damage. Also, greater 
convenience, usually, of handling and de- 
livery. Against additional all-ra.l systems, 
the Sierra Madre range is a heavy bar- 
rier. Toward the south, the Southern Pa- 


summits, some 4000 feet thigh, and free 
from snow; yet, the cost of construction, 
maintaining and operating these lines is, 
of necessity, very high. Toward the north, 
the Central Pacific makes its passage at 
aw clevat'on of 7000 feet, and ttrough 
miles of snowsheds; yet, its route has been 
described by an eminent engineer as hav- 
ing been ‘pointed out by the finger of 
God,’ that is, as bang pre-cminerly the 
best natural route in that region. 

The prospective gains of a railway en- 
terprise must, therefore, be very large 
and well assyrcd, before an entrance into 
Middle California can be prudently at- 
tempted by any of the Eastern trunk lines. 
The preoccupation of the field by an inde- 


ern Pacific, will increase the natural h>2si- 
tation of other companics. The Southern 
Pacific’s advantages, from its pre-empticn 
of California, ara cbvious, but are ec- 
companied by some grave disadvantages. 
Many of its more Important lines were 
established before the country was devel- 
oped, were designed more to save time 
and money in construction thar to make 
thoughtful provision for the future, and, 
im some cases, were located with refer- 
ence to land grants rather than traffic 
(that is, to traverse areas vested in the 
government of tho United States rather 
than the large ranges, whose private titles 
had descended from Mexicar grants, and 
were recognized by our government as 
valid.) Some of its less important lines 
are mot well located for traffic returns, 
having been constructed or purchased in 
self-defense, or for strategic purposes. The 
system, as it stands, is much at variance 
with the dest modern science. The ter- 
minal facilities are mot well developed for 
ecowomical use; the equipment is miscel- 
laneous, and second rate; the grades are 
not uniform or as lew as might reasonably 
have been secured; the track is, much of 
it, mot well maintained, and the methods 
of operation do not show any adequate 
pressure to obtain the best results. The 
extraordinary expenses, as they may dell- 
cately be classified, cerginly have been 
heavy, year after year, and, while the 
company's wholesale borrowing of money 
here may be purely a matter of policy, 
for the sake of keeping idle money out 
of mischief here, and of having it to loan 
in New York, for effect in Wall street, 
yet I imagine that the finances of the 
company itself, outside of the inside ring, 
are not in condition for a big fight.

Five years ago, Congress, decided, in ef- 
fect, that a port should be constructed 
near Los Angeles, and sent a committee 
ot engineers but to determine the exact 
spot. Previous reports had been made on 
this subject, but to forever silence all 
discussion, a new commission was sent. 

It is reported emphatically and unani- 
mously in favor of San Pedro as against 
Ssnta Monica and all other competing lo- 
cations. 

The Southern Pacific Railway runs to 
San Pedro, but it does nat own all of the 
water-front. The Terminal Railway has a 
line to the water's edge, and trains of the 


minal track. At Santa Monica—a road- 
stead directly west of Los Angeles—the 
Southern Pacific owns or controls abso- 
lutely all of the water-front in the vicinity 
of the proposed harbor, and can forever 
shut out competing lines of railroad. 

Since the engineers have made their re- 
port, now nearly four years, this curpora- 
ton has been continually at work to secure 
en appropriation for its private harbor at 
Santa Monica, or. failing in that, to pre- 
vent any appropriation being made for a 
harbor at San Pedro. 

In 1892, this road succeeded in getting a 
second special commission appolnted to go 
over the ground again and report on the 
comparative merits of the wo sites, San 
Pedro or Santa Monica. This commission 
consisted of five of the most eminent and 
experienced engineers of the War Depart- 
ment,.Col. Craighill presiding. 

It returned, like all its predecessors, a 
unequivocal, em- 
phatic report in favor of San Pedro on 
every specification, and in effect protested 
against the location of the harbor at 
Santa Monica: 

First—Where the water-front was mo- 
nopolized. 

Second—Where there could be no ship- 
yards or docks, because the water-front 
is a bluff from 75 to 200 feet high. 

Third—Where ship end rail could only 
be brought together by the gmaven 
ef enormously expensive wharves, o 
about a mile in length. 

Fourth—Where there would be uncertain 
protection for vessels in time of storm. 

Fifth—Where there are inferior oppor- 
tunities for constructing works ot military 
defense.

(Chicago Tribune;) Louis Gathmann, 
the inventor of the sectional tens, has 
been given a donation of ten acres of land 
at Williams Bay, Lake Geneva, on which 
to erect a factery for the construction of 


is the gift of A. C. Mowrey. The tract ad- 
joins that given the Chicago University 
as a location for its observatory and the 
‘Yerkes telescope. 

Mr. Gathmann will begin 
the designing of special machinery for 
the manufacture of optical instruments, 
particularly large sectional lenses for tel- 
escopes, microscopes, and photographie in- 
struments. The necessary buildings will 
be erected in the spring. 

One of the first pieces of work to which 
Mr. Gathmann will devote his attention is 
the construction of a telescope with a 
fifty-inch object lens. This will be the 
largest one ever constructed. Constructed 
on his sectional plan he expects to have it 
completed in about a year, so that it may 
be in use before the Yerkes telescope is. 
For work on the observatory in which the 
Yerkes telescope is to be placed has not 
yet been begun. 

Stated in general terms, the sectional 
lens is composed of sections of glass set 
in a frame work and ground so that the 
refraction of the light through each sec- 
tion is brought to a common focus. The
